Work is already underway to 
renovate the UNO Student Center’s 
food court in time for the fall semester. 
The renovation aims to update the 
look and feel of the food court, said 
Milo Bail Student Center Director Jim 
Welch. 

Construction began May 7 and 
the new food court is scheduled to 
be up and running by Aug. 27. It 
will resemble the library renovation 
with its earth tones and booths, and 
is financed by the 1993 Series Surplus 
Fund, according to a Board of Regents 
resolution. 

“The old food court was actually 
designed 13 years ago,” said Welch. 
“Students wanted a look of a mall, 
times have changed. To me it looks so 
institutional there, [like] a high school 


Once completion is reached, the 
new food court will have two plasma 
televisions, booths for seating and 12 
computer kiosks. The booths, similar 
to the Criss Library addition, will have 
hookups for both power and Internet 
for laptop users. 

The project will cost about $900,000 
and will not include an overhaul of 
the actual food services, said Welch. 
Paragon is the contractor working on 
the renovation. 

“In the server area there will be a 
lot more grab and go items for students 
on the run with no time to sit down, 
but no other changes to the food,” he 
said.

In February 2004, Mark Zuckerburg founded a 
Web site that would quickly become one of the largest 
social networking tools on the Internet. 

That tool was Facebook.com, a Web site that 
connected millions of college students through 
messaging, wall-posting and “poking.” The site was 
simple and individual pages all had the same look 
and feel. 

Eventually Facebook.com evolved, opening up 
the site to non-college students, and adding features 
like photo galleries and a “news feed” detailing the 
actions of a user’s friends. 

The latest change came this May in the form of 
the “Facebook Platform.” Facebook.com joined forces 
with more than 65 developers, including superpowers 
Microsoft and Amazon.com, to create “applications” 
for members to use on their individual sites. 

While these companies make some of the 
applications, Facebook.com allows users to create 
their own. Anyone can build an application — as long 
as they know how to code. 

The applications add many new features to users’ 


profiles, if the user chooses to put the application — 


on his or her page. Applications do anything from 
enhance Facebook’s “poke” feature, to provide daily 
Bible or Quran quotes. Gaming, messaging, news and 
more than 2000 other applications are also available. 

According to a Wall Street Journal article, the 
customization that Facebook Applications add to 
users’ sites could “turn Facebook into a central hub 
for Web users, akin to an Internet portal like Yahoo 
Inc.” 

UNO Director of Communications Tim Kaldahl 
said he was recently persuaded by a student to join 
Facebook.com. 

“T’ve had more contact with students in this period 
of time — seven months — than I had in my first four 
years,” said Kaldahl, who uses some applications. 
“|Facebook] is a tremendous resource and I find it 
interesting, the idea of going to Facebook instead of 
something like Google or Yahoo.”

The story of Order of the Phoenix 
is about finding a balance between 
good and evil.

The film’s harsh critics have a fair 
point about the book’s faithfulness. 
It is natural for many to feel short- 
changed with so many great scenes 
and explanations left out from the 
book. 

In particular, the scene where 
Harry confronts Dumbledore at the 
end of the book is a glaring omission. 
Similarly, there not much time spent on 


However, these harsh critics should 
remember that at 807 pages, Order of 
the Phoenix is the longest book in the 
franchise, while its film version is the 
shortest at just over two hours. 

The film’s plot is more 
straightforward than the book~and 
moves along at a brisk pace. Some

However, those wishing to avoid any spoilers 
may wish to avoid the review anyway, as it is impossible to 
comment on the book without giving some hints away. 


The world has been abuzz withconversation about 
Harry Potter for weeks. Celebrities have speculated 
whether Harry dies; people have elaborated upon 
even the smallest clues; fans have published books 
containing analysis. 

Recently, controversy even developed 
surrounding online leaks of the book, lawsuits were 
filed against two Chicago-area companies who 
shipped the book early and author J.K. Rowling 
joined swarms of fans angry at major American 
newspapers who published reviews a day early 
despite a worldwide embargo on the story. 

Yet, for many of us, the wait, the drama, the 
speculation — it’s all been worth it. 

Harry Potter and the Deathly Hallows was released 
on Saturday at 12:01 a.m., and since then many 
adoring fans (myself included) have rushed to read 
the final installment in the wizarding series. | 

They were greeted with a novel that felt like the 
natural continuation of the story from Harry Potter 
and the Half-Blood Prince, continuing Rowling’s recent 
narration style of not being so Harry-centric as she 
was with the initial volumes of the series.

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The story also revolves around the continually 
developed theme of death, even more so than the 
last three books, which all featured deaths of key 


characters. While the book, depending upon your 
perspective, may or may not have been as ‘deathly’ 
as fans expected, it should come as no surprise that 
death is the focus of the novel. 

Of course, the biggest question is whether Harry 
himself lives or dies. Rowling keeps the readers 
guessing, while also prompting questions about the 
nature of death in the wizarding realm. For instance, 
is there really a way to return from death? Can Harry 
bring his parents back? Could He-Who-Must-Not- 
Be-Named return, whether or not his horcuxes were 
destroyed? 

Rowling resolves these questions, as Ron might 
say, brilliantly, satisfying readers by linking hints 
and lessons given from the first six books of the 
series. The conclusion, once read, feels like it just 
makes sense, that it’s how things ought to be. 

Which, after 10 years and all the attention the 
Potter franchise has received, is pretty impressive, 
when you think about it. 

About the only genuine criticisms one can give 
the book are those that apply to the series as a whole 
—if you’re not a fan of the first six books, it’s doubtful 
you'll enjoy this one. Rowling also tacks on what, in 
my estimation, is an unnecessary epilogue, but even 
that’s forgivable. 

Overall, the final installment of Harry Potter 
was definitely well worth the wait and the hassle 
of avoiding learning too much before reading it. It 
wraps up the series nicely, achieving the difficult task 
of making content very eager and dedicated fans.

Vulgar terms are not allowed on 
our radio waves, even if they occur in 
a legitimate work of art. Classrooms 
around the country routinely censor 
works of fiction, such as forcing 
students to use the expression “n- 
word” when reading The Adventures 
of Huckleberry Finn, provided they 
allow it into the curriculum at all. 

This censorship is needless, it 
serves no genuine good, and it causes 
the art it is inflicted on to lose value. 
Similarly, Cheuvront’s censorship 
causes Bowen's case to become less 
valuable, to become less convincing, 
to become less truthful. — 

If using such terminology really 
seems inappropriate to Safi’s defense, 
nothing prevents him from making 
that a part of his position. Nothing 
prevents his ability to challenge the 
terms openly, to make his version of 
the facts well known. 

However, if his terms are allowed 
and Bowen’s are forbidden, there. is 
little question about whether justice 
is being served inside the courtroom. 

One can only hope, despite 
Cheuvront’s efforts, that the jury 
finds justice by looking past the 
rhetorical games to judge the case 
based on the facts. Which, after 
all, is their duty anyway, no matter 
how the testimony is constrained.
